The compensation for said 
milk inspector's services shall be regu- 
jated and ordered paid by the Board of 
County Commissioners of his county.

THEIR SHAMEFUL TREATMENT IN 
THE SO-CALLED “SOME.” 


Flogging With the Rawhide for Trifiing 
Offences---Girls Beaten Black and 
Blue---Kicks and Coffs All Round 
Welts and Bleod-Blisters on a Girl's 
Back. 


The escape of young Fred Gray 


from the Orphans’ Home at Carson, 


and the exhibition of his welts and 
bruises to the newspaper reporters, 
hasve raised a storm about the ears of 
Milla, the Principal of the institution, 


N » which is not likely to subside until he 


is removed. The late official investi- 
gation of the management of the 
home brought disgraceful facts to 
light. It was given in testimony that 
the teachers were in the habit of 
spanking the girl pupils iu the most 
indecent manner before a mixed class 
of girls and boys, as a favorite method 
of pusishment. In addition to the 
testimony laid before the Trustees, 
the Carson Appeal has obtained the 
fullowiog statements from former em- 
ployes of the Home: 
MRA, QUINN'S STATEMENT. 

“T was employed at the Home as a 
laundry woman, and I wish to tell 
how the boy Wise, whose real name 
is Wirtz, was treated. He was 
flogged with a rawhide by both Mr. 
and Mrs. Mills. They locked him up 
in a room, nailed down the windows 
and transom, and kept him a prisoner 
from Sunday morning until Friday 
night. I did not sce the whipping, 
but Mrs. Mills came out of the roum 
very much excited and said: ‘You 
bet, I gave it to him.’ The boy was 
half-witted, and was in the habit of 
drummiog with his fingers and beat- 
ing time while he hummed airs to 
himself. He was beating time on bis 
desk when Mrs. Mills rushed down to 
whip him. I believe that he was so 
frightened that he feared he was 
ubout to be badly beaten, and struck 
out in eelf-defence. He hit Mrs. 
Mills in the eye. Mr. Mills has 
stated that I bribed the boy with a 
half dollar to hit his wife. Ile must 
know very well that I gave Beals the 
money to give to Wirtz several days

THE WHIPPING OF CLARA KINNEY. 

A girl twelve years old, named Clara 
Kinney, was whipped by Mrs. Mills 
for leaving some dust on the door-sill 
after her sweeping. I examined her 
legs, and they were covered with welte 
and blood-blisters. The child said 
that in struggling to get away she fell 
to the floor, and Mrs. Mills kicked 
her. She was a sickly girl, with sore 
eyes and asthma, and unable to stand 
bad treatment. 
MORE Loop BLISTERS, 


Amelia Brown, for playing in water, 
was flogged with a rawhide until her 
body showed black marks and blood- 
blisters. She was unable that day to 
appear in the school room. 

Louise Moore had hegmouth slapped 
for whispering in school; her lips 
were swollen. Ode day a girl came 
to me with her arm very sore from 
vaccination and wanted me to puta 
rag on it. I bound it up with acloth, 
and afterwards Mrs. Mills asked her 
where she got the cloth. When she 
told her, Mrs. Mills snatched the 
cloth off, taking the scab with it. 
Next day I was scolded for interfering 
with the children. Alice Beals was 
whipped with e stave that bad s nail 
in it, and showed me the hole the nail 


had made io her leg. | 


GENERAL TREATMENT. 


I have seen Mills take bovs into 
the workshop and whip them; they 
would come out lame. Never knew 
Mills to whip a girl; there were 
plenty of others to do that. In the 
winter the children were obliged to 
get up at half-past six to breakfast. 
The boys had no place to dry their 
boots, aod in the morning they would 
be frozen stiff. When they could not 
get their boots on they would be late 
for breakfast and have to go without.

Young Beals was called ‘Webb's 
pimp’ by the Mills family. I left the 
Home of my own account.” 

MRS. HOLBROOK’S STOR}. 

“T was the cook at the Home, and 
was discharged by Mrs. Mills, One 
day she called me in her room and 
said: 

‘Did you know that a Committee 
was to visit the Home from the Legis- 
lature?’ : 

I told her yes, and she said that 
she did not koow it and that I had 
been unfaithful to her interests not to 
tellher. She was very angry, and 
got another cook. The children were 
flogged continualiy, except when the 
Legislature was in session, and then 
they let up. I have seen Mills kick 
the boys, aod heard the Mills’ call 
Beals ‘Webb's pimp.’ I never heard 
Mrs. Mills speak a kind word to any 
child in the Home. Isaw the black 
welts on Clara Kinney's body. The 
children were whipped with rawhides 
and rulers, I did not see Wirtz when 
he was whipped, but koow that he 
was locked up, and that Mrs. Quinn 
gave bim fifty cents to use when he 
went away. After the boy was 
whipped the Mills’ came out of the 
room and told how they had been 
beating him. The trouble began by 
his dramming on his desk. Soon 
after I went into Mrs. Quinn's room 
and found her crying. She said she 
was crying because Wirtz had been 
flogged and locked up. She thought 
it hard on a half-witted boy to be 
treated that way. I saw black welts 
on the body of a child named Mor- 
dant. The welts and blisters were 
from the neck to the waist. It was a 
dreadful sight. Her guardian, a 
Sheriff from White Pine county, came 
and took her away. A girl named 
Kinney was also terribly beaten. She 
was about twelve years old, and 
sickly. 

ORGANIZING A BREAK. 

At one time fifteen or sixteen of the 
larger boys got up a plan to run 
away. They came to Mrs. Quinn and 
myself, and asked us to help them. 
We told them not to do it, as they 
would starve outside. It was winter 
and snow was on the ground. They 
said they would rather be drowned in 
the Carson river than stay there. We 
talked a good deal with them and dis- 
suaded them. They hed an idea that 
if they could get out and tell how 
they were treated, somebody would 
take pity on them and care for them. 
I saw a girl whose lips were swollen 
from having ber mouth slapped. The 
rawhide was used continually, the 
children -badly treated, and ruled 
through fear. No guardian would 
send a child there if they knew half 
the wrongs they suffered.” 

ELIZABETH WILSON'S STATEMENT. 

Mrs. Wilson, who is confined :0 the 
hospital, sent word to the Appeal of- 
fice that she would like to see a re- 
porter. Toone who called she made 
the followiog statement: 

“T was at the Home a month and a 
half, in the laundry. I left because 
it made me sick to see the crue! ties 
practiced on the children. A girl 
twelve years old, named Vivian Mor- 
dant, was the most whipped of any 
that I saw. She was taking dirty 
clothes out of Mrs. Mills’ room and 
dropped a towel. She was called 
back and whipped with a rawhide. 
After this she came to me, and 1 
stripped her from the waist up to ex- 
amine her. Her flesh was laced with 
cuts, the skin was cut, and out of the 
welts came a red water—not blood, 
but such as comes from blisters. I 
went right to Mr. Mills and told him 
about it. He said it was none of my 
business, I thought that Mr. Crock 
ett could stop such things, and I went 
to him. He said he did pot want to 
hear any of my stories. I said: ‘Mr. 
Crockett, you ought to know these 
things, as you are one of the Commis- 
sioners.. He said: ‘I do know it, 
and it makes me sick.” There was a 
clerk behind the desk who can corrol- 
orate what passed between us. Soon 
afterwards Sheriff Raum, of White 
Pine county, came here. He was the 
girl's guardian. He asked me about 


the whippiog, and I said, examine 
the child and see for youself. He 
did so, and took her away to Bishop 
Whitaker's School in Reno. The l. 
dies there examined her back, and 
can tell how budly she was beaten.”’
